Russia To Be Strong 
Power Within a Few 
Years, Official Says 


Continuing Reconstruction 


While Central Europe De- 
grades Will Accomplish 
Change, Minister of Fi- 
nance Declares — Stable 
Money Basis.

MOSCOW, Oct. 8.—"Russia, which 


is devoting all her efforts to Internal 
rehabilitation financially and econo- 
mically, can only await events In Ger- 
many but she surely will endeavor to 
prevent 
further 
European 
chaos 


which would Interrupt further recon- 
struction", said Minister of Finance 
Sokolnlkoff to The Associated Press. 


"The Russan leaders are certain 


that events in Europe, particularly in 
central Europe, are tending in such 
a direction that Russia, if she is. per- 
mitted to continue reconstruction, will 
be relatively the 
strongest power 


•within a few years. 


"The coming fiscal year, Russia's 


budget of 1,800,000,000 gold rubles, 
will be covered, ninety per cent, by 
revenues and the balance of ten per 
cent, by the emission of1 unsecured pa- 
per rubles. 


"The new bank note now in circula- 


tion and known as the cfrernovetz, is 
backed by gold of nearly four times 
the value of the unsecured paper but 
the coming year we hope to maintain 
a ratio of only two-thirds of secured 
currency to one of paper. Meanwhile 
the country is going generally toward 
calculaton on a gold basis. In addi- 
tion to the state bank reserve, Russia 
for the first time since the revolution 


now is increasing the government 
treasury gold reserve through In- 
creasing receipts of platinum and gold 
from the tnines. 


"Tho government also plans, arbi-

Schubert's Operetta Has Fine Recep- 


tion in Richmond—Here Tonight. 
(Richmond Times-Dispatch.) 


Drawing the 
lavender draperies 
from a yesterday legend and fancy 
and. quite probably, some fact, "Blos- 
som Time" recreates a fragrant ro- 
mance and through this meauim by 
Bubtle sorcery Franz Schubert, master 
of melody, lives again. The glamour 
of the past, the enchantment of im- 
agination stimulated by near forgotten 
things and a love tale of bruised hope 
and blasted Illusions, the whole softly 
enveloped in the incomparable songs 
of Schubert—this is "Blossom Time." 
The Viennese operetta, with Ameri- 
can eSlibellishmenta provided by Dor- 
othy Donnelly and score adapted from 
the compositions of Schubert and H. 
Eerte, by Sigmund Rofliberg, was pre- 
sented at the 
Academy last night. 
Kone who saw it entertains doubi to- 
day that the production is unquestion- 
ably one of tfc%. be«t at a decade—a 
statement trite but true. 
It is of little moment that the story 
may or may not have basis in fact— 
its primary purpose is entertainment, 
•which it furfills with generous meas- 
ure, and, perhaps, to acquuaint the 
lovers of music more intimately with 
Schubert, the man; to visualize the 
possible inspiration of his immortal 
compositions. It is probable that the 
narrative has historical background, 
for the adaption by Miss Donnelly is 
from the original of A. M. Willner and 
H. Reichert written in Vienna a com- 
paratively short time after the death 
of Schubert in 1828 at the age of 31. 
The "Hitzi" of "Blossom Time" to 
whom Schubert gives his heart with 
complete abandon was one, Caroline 
Esternaey. That the composer was in- 
fatuated with her charm was, it is 
likely, more than suspected by his 
. good friends. The Americanization of 
the piece has many diversions from 
the original, known as "Three Little 
Maids," and is startlingly 
different 
in structure from the English vers- 
ion no running in London under the 
title of "Lilac Time." But why delve 


• into the genealogy of the thing when 
the offerng at the Academy is inex- 
pressibly good? Its origin and ante- 
cedents are no burden to its delight?

<Sp*rUl to Tlw 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.~Not even In 
W? the days wh»n h* wa* president 
and his hours were carefully charted 
for him — so many for interviews, so 
many for correspondence, so many for 
Congressional or cabinet conference — 
did Woodrow Wilson live more defi- 
nitely by the clock than he does today 
a« a private citizen and semi-Invalid. 


A person familiar with Wilson's 
regimen can. by looking at his watch, 
tell you Just what the former presi- 
dent is doing at any given time, No 
wage-earning clock-puncher leads a 
more carefully timed existence.

though routine to a high degree, it is 
robbed of the dreariness that follows 
most routine by the variety of Inter- 
ests and subjects covered in the defi- 
nitely listed periods of his dally sched- 
ule.

At 5:30, retuurned from his ride, he 
hears the news of the day. Mrs. Wil- 
on usuually goes over the evening 
papers with -him. but often he reads 
hem himself. This occupies the in- 
erval to 7 o'clock, when dinner is 
erv«d.

After dinner, unless an evening 
guest has dropped in, which is rare, 
is reads—magazines, current fiction, 


few books. Preparation for bed is 
egun at 9 o'clock- This usually oc- 
upies about an hour, in the course of 
irhich he' receives certain treatments 
or his ailments and a light massage.

Wilson receives an average of from 


four to six callers each week, usually 
old political or war-time associates.

of the war. He will undertake no de- 
fense or explanation of himself or the 
policies he followed or advocated.

"I know I had a great administra- 
tion, but it would not sound -well for 
me to say so. I am willing to leave 
the record as it stands for the future 
to judge." 


Neither will Wilson take an active 
part in the 1924 presidential cam- 
paiign. He knows his physiical condi- 
tion, although considerably improved, 
would neither permit him to make the 
race nor to meet the duties of the of- 
fice. He is content to be just an on- 
ooker. injecting, perhaps, from time 
to time as occasion offers, a pointed 
remark or a brief letter on political 
affairs.

This Is the prims mo- 


tive in stressing upon the public mind 
during the coming seven da £8 the nec- 
essity of precautions by the indivi- 
dual at his home at his place of busi- 
ness and to remain conscious ever of 
the red plag-ue which Is ready to burst 
into play when given the slightest op- 
portunity. 
A large percentage of the loss from 


flre comes from blazes In the home 
Not all of these have to be disastrous 
to represent a big money loss—some- 
times indeed the flre In the home re- 
sults in a comparatively low necun- 
iary loss but It may be an irreparable 
when viewed from the standpoint of 
sentimental values 
A clean house 


seldom burns. 
Cleanliness Is more 


important than godliness as far as 
the prevention ol flre is concerned. 
Rubbish and dirt especially in cel- 
lars under stairs and in attics and 
other out of the way places are the 
worst enemy of the fire preventionist 
as well as those interested in sanitary 
perfection 
Not only in these dark 


corner is there the danger of sponton- 
eous combustion but rubbish affords 
ready fuel to the flre once it has 
started 
The cleaning up of premises 


may be seen therefor* as a valuable 
contribution towards the elimination 
of 
fires. 
This week also should turn thoughts 


towards a city building 
code which 


Danville at present has not got 
The 


records of the city government will 
disclose in several instances the sus- 
pension of the fire ordinance which 
prohibits the building c-f certain types 
of building within -what is called the 
"iron clad zone." 
The ordinance is 


worthless since on numerous occa- 
sions it has been suspended by coun- 
cil action In order to permit a pros- 
pective builder to erect a structure of 
a type expressly prohibited under the 
terms of the ordinance.

never be outlawed and they remain

Danville's Great 


Record of Fire 
Prevention Shown 


In entering' upon the celebration 


of Fire Prevention Woek, the city 
and people of Danville have cause 
for congratulation and genuine grati- 
fication at the splendid fire record of 
this community of 25.000 people for 
the year, September 3th. During- the 
full year, only twenty.nine flies re- 
quired the department'that the great 
majority of these fires were snuffed 
out in their Incipiency or before more 
than superficial losses had ensued. 


The figures ba°ed on liberal esti- 


mates of flre losses in all these twenty- 
nine fires enow the aggergate of all 
flre losses for an entire year to Jbe 
only $64,272. Such a record is indeed 
admirable and contrasts sharply with 
heavy destruction in many preceding 
yeara when it was by no means In- 
frequent for damage and loss exceed- 
ing- sixty-five thousand dollars to be 
wrought in a single fire, while in a 
whole year the aggregate fire»s losses 
have usually extended to six figures 
and sometimes have exceeded a mil- 
lion dollars. 


This pleasing1 record of immunity 


from conflagration or from really cost, 
ly and destructive fires is attributable 
in part to the greater care in flre 
prevention on the part of individuals 
and firms, but when due credit 
is 


given them for their share in attain- 
ing efficient fire prevention, it yet 
remans that the larger share in the 
attainment of euch satisfactory results 
Is attributable to the efficiency of the 
local flre department under the di- 
rection of Fire Chief L, F. Mitchell 
and his well trained and experienced 
force. The maintenance of the fire 
alarm system In effective condition, 
promptness in responding to alarms 
and intelligenae and efficiency 
in 


combatting fires have kept the losses 
down to the minimum. 


Once last April a fire caused an ag- 


gregate loss of a little more than 
$15,000, and again last May another 
fire wrought damage to the amount 
of $16,726."in only one other instance 
did a fire loss exceed ?5,000, and in 
just one other case was it as much 
as $4,000.

STRIKE HAS PROVED 


VALUE OF 


NEWSPAPER 
ADVERTISING.

NEW YORK, Oc. 6.— The stream 


of advertising, dammed back for a 
time by the pressmen's strike, has 
been running back full this week In 
the newspaper channels 
and has 
brought back with it the large part 
of accustomed volume of trade to 
he retail stores. 
Merchants, how- 


ever, are still clamoring for more 
space than the publishers can allow 
them and are using all the pressure 
possible to obtain advantageous posi-- 
tion. 


New Tork newspapers are print- 
ing issues as large as mechanical 
facilities will permit. They are de- 
voting all the space to advertising 
that established ratios of news to ad- 
vertising will permit and still are 
obliged to refuse a certain amount of 
. the business offered them. One even- 


Ing paper Issued Friday the largest 
edition in It's history, sixty pages. 
The largest edition of a morning pa- 
per since the strike started has been 
44 pages with over 20 pages devoted 
to advertisements. 


The effect of the curtailment of 


advertising on merchants is only now 
beginning to be fully realized. 
A 
survey of" the larger advertisers- by 
one publisher today indicated plain- 
ly that they had experienced a severe 
loss in cash sales. J. M. Giddings. In 
a statement regarding the placing of 
J. M. Giddings and Company in the 
hand* of a receiver, declared 
th-.r 
one of the chief contributing causes 
was the pressmen's strike which pre- 
vented the store from ad-Jertising 
properly. 


At least four large stores In this 
city had planned anniversary sales 
which they were forced to abandon 
since they could not adverise them. 
These sales, 
however, 
have 
been 
merely postponed. They will not be 
anniversary* sales but the stores will 
be forced to hold and advertise spe- 
cial sales to get 
rid of the stock 


bought In anticipation of these 
fea- 


tures. 


Results from advertising, apparent- 


ly, are as satisfactory as ever if the 
experience Thursday, of the Ohrbacn 
store is a citerlon. 


The store advertised that the first 


2 500 persons who entered on that 
dav -would have a chance to buy a 
clo'th ditess for $1. The police re- 
serves required three hours before 
the crowd was brought under con- 
trol. Many customers, finding !t Im- 
possible to get' 
Into the ObrbacU 
Store, swarmed into th* establish- 
ment of E- Klein, a neighboring mer- 
chant .where police also wtre re- 
quired to control the jam.

Optimists profess tnat they see in 
Herr von Kahr's dictatorship a move 
against civil war, while pessimists fear 
the Prussian and other monarchist 
organizations will follow bis example 
within a few days.

DETECTIVES WITHOUT ANY CLUE 
AS TO MURDERER OF McGREGOR 


PITTSBURG, PA., Oct. 8— With the 
identification of the /headless body 
found Wednesday in/ a bat 
house 
along the Monongahela River as that 
of Charles "Chuck" McGregor, 21, 
city detectives today began the task of 
attempting to unravel what they be- 
lieve has the aspects of an Oriental 
mystery. 
Admitting that they were 
without the semblance of a clue ef- 
forts were being made to- trace Mc- 
Gregor's movements since he left Klt- 
taning, Pennsylvania, last March in 
search of a possible motive. 
Difficulty was expected to be en- 


countered because of what James H. 
McGregor, the victim's father, who 
identified, the body today, ^termed his 


"roving 


IHe detectives claimed- no motive 
at this stage of Investigation they were 


viewing favorably the theory of "Ori- 
ental vengeance." They Bald they 
had learned there is a tribal custom in 
Turkey, Syria and Arabia of vile mem- 
bers of a family to swear vengeance 
on any man for certain causes. When- 
ever possible the marked 
man is 


stripped before or after death and the 
head severed, according to the custom 
related by detectives, and then as a 
mark of disrespect the head is ouned 
in a shallow hole where it can easliy 
be found. That reported custom de- 
tectives pointed out, would dove-tall 
exactly with the manner in which 
McGregor's decapitated 
body 
was 


found in a shed-like structure used as 
a dressing room at the South Stde 
Fathing Beach with the head located 
s. short distance "away buried in tne 
sand.

SERVANTS ARE 


UNDER POLICE 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil,, Oct. 6— 
The servant question in Rio, which 
has been driving the housewives of 
this city to distraction for years and 
years, finally became so acute that it 
was-taken up, studied and "solved" by 
by the Federal government. 


The solution 
to this ^tormenting 
problem took the form or Decree No 
16,107, which delegates to the police 
the trifling matter of carrying the de- 
tails into effect. 


Before the decree was enacted, how- 
ever, the servant question outstripped 
all competitors, even the high cost of 
living, in bringing worry into the aver- 
age home. Servants came and servants 
went, but the questions went on for- 
ever. Not only was it impossible to 
count on the presence of any servant 
fro mone minute to the next, but hun- 
dreds of homes found that their in- 
gratiating, new employe of the day be- 
fore was in reality an experienced and 
clever thief. One of the routine tasks 
of the police was tracing thieving ser- 
vants. 


On the other hand servants com- 
plained that employers expected too 
much of them n time and kind of 
work, and that they were given no 
guarantees as to healthful working 
conditions and moral considerations 
For these and other reasons, decree 


16107 
provides that all servants must 
possess .<^rds of identification from 
the police. No servant can enter into 
employment -without notifying police 
and registering the terms of the agree- 
ment with the employers, nor can any- 
one employ a servant without regis- 
tering the act wtih the police. The 
decree applies to domestic service of 
all kinds: cooks, butlers, maids, laun- 
dry girls, gardeners, nurse girls, seam- 
stresses, waiters in hotels and restau- 
rants, bar tenders, janitors, and even 
office boys. 


"Whether servants or employers will 


be any better by effect of the decree, 
no one ventures to predict, but it is 
expected that the average time of a 
job will be longer than it has been. 
and that the servant disguise will go 
out of fashion among thieves.

parasites which prey upon other in- 
sects destructive to crops and forests 
and thus hold thftlr ravages in check 
in one country are constantly being: 
employed by entomologists to flght 
Imported pests of another country, 
according; to Dr. R. W. Leiby, pub- 
licity chairman of the North Caro- 
lina Academy of Science. 
Many of 


these insects, said Dr. Lieby today 
have *™>nA tb«ir way into the United 
States on imported nursery . and or 
namental stocks, and their natural en 
emies having been left behind, some 
of them have become serious pests. 
,r , "Striking, examples 
of 
such in 
stances," 
explained 
the 
publicity 
chairman of the Academy of Science 
"are the Gypsy and brown tail moths 
in the ICew England states, the Japan- 
ese beetle Imported into New Jersey 
from Japan on azalea roots,, and the 
European corn borer imported on 
broom straw from Austria into Mas- 
sachusetts and now scattered west to 
Ohio and Canada. These pests have 
cost the public parks, farmers >an< 
truck growers enormous sums 
ol 


money and millions of 
dollars -art 
spent annually by the Federal and 
State Departments of Agriculture in 
efforts to limit their spread and con- 
trol their injuries. 


"None of these pests have secured 
a foothold in this state, although ship- 
ments of nursery stock have been de- 
leted by the entomologists of the 
Xorth - Carolina Department of Agri- 
culture which contained these pests 
[n such instances the 
shipment is 
promptly destroyed. 


"Occasionally some of the pests se- 
cure a foothold in other states and 
spread slowly into North Carolina 
Two notable Instances are the cotton 
Doll weevil and the 
Mexican beat 


Beetle whose native homes were Mex- 
co. The pink boll weevil, another 
serious cotton pest from Mexico, has 
secured a foothold in Louisiana and 
Texas, but strenuous, successful efforts 
are being made by entomologists to 
sradicate this Insect." 


According to Dr. Lieby. the most ef- 
fective way found for controlling the 
imported insect* is to import the par- 
asites of the pest after studying their 
labits in their' native countries. The 
federal government and some of the 
state departments of agriculture have 
stationed entomologists in foreign 
countries to discover what parasites 
>rey upon various pests, to breed 
hese parastles in large numbers and 
ship them to this country, where they 
are liberated to breed upon the im- 
migrant pest. Parasites of the Gypsy 
and brown tall moths, the corn borer 
and the Japanese beetle have been 
successfully introduced and are be- 
ginning to hold these pests in check. 
'rogress with work of this nature is 
necessarily slow for as many as five 
different kinds of parasites are some- 
imes necessary to restore the balance 
of nature and hold a pect in check. 
said Dr. Lleby. 


"The introduced parasites and pre- 
daceous enemies 
of an 
insect are 


sometimes useful In attacking native 
pests in this state." said Dr. Lieby. "In 
3921. a colony of an Imported calo- 
soma prcdacwws beetle xras liberated 
by Professor Franklin Sh«rman 01 
Grandfather Mountain 5n the -western 
part of the state to assist in controll- 
ing the fall canker worm which 
then stripping the forest trees of their, 
foliage. This calosoma beetle was 
originally Introduced from Europe 
into New England to prey upon the 
brown tall moth, and living specimens 
were secured from Massachusetts by 
Professor Sherman. The state's cn- 
tomologsts arc hoping that this pred- 
accous beetle has become established 
in the mountans."

Uruguayan naturalization certificates, 
with the object of enabling Europeans

tions for passports by persona not 
born in Uruguay. 


Investigation revealed that a ma- 


jority of these persons recently had 
arrived from Europe, and therefore 
were ineligible for naatralizatlon, th« 
law requiring a residence of five years. 


The certificates were obtained by 


false declarations of witnesses who. 
according to the nolice, apparently 
were membera of a strong organiza- 
tion devoting its activities to obtain- 
ing papers for persons desirous 
of 


entering the United States from coun- 
tries whose immigration quota had 
been exhausted. The organization, ac- 
cording to the poiice, appears to have 
ramifications in ATgentina. and Brazil.
